fion of fuch a Caiifuinmate judge, hotli of 
men and of things, cannot be contemned but 
by the truly ignorant and unthinking. 


Of the productions ot anttqutty, there are 
none thai defcrve fa great a lhare of our fa- 
vour, or fhould be fo thoroughly (ludied, 
as that facred volume, from which ipy texts 
arc tik^n. 
In it) we find precepts, for al- 
moft every part of 
huin«n condu£l, laid 
down and enforced by the authority and the 
example of fupreme wifdom, and fuprenie 
goodnefs 
i t f e l f . — W o e be to thofe, 
who 
think 
flightingly 
of the mighty fciencc which 
it t e a c h e s ; for it involves the true know* 
ledge of the enly fource of all truth, and alt 
knowledge. 
T o be ignorant 
of what it 
contains, is inderd s ftate of moil 
pitiable 
ignorance : T o know, 
and not t« pradiCe 
the duties ind ebfervances it incOlcates, is a 
mod dangerous contempt of him, who has 
therein condefcended to become our ihilruc- 
tor I kH«wiiig>^the way, here pointed out fo 
clearly, yet obAinstely t n d 
contuineliouily 
lo purfue the oppofite, it running into im- 
minent hazard of everlafting perditioi; ; to 
induce eihers to reject its wholcfome in> 
(lruC\ion, 
to deny its authority, 
can from 
infinite merry alone 
hope for forgivenrfs. 


W h e n this mod sealous, and mod inflruc* 
tive of the primitive CURATXS, who deli* 
vered the maxims of a pure religion, «iid 
caught the will, and pleaded the caufe of a 
jud, benevolent, an4 Almighty Mailer, tells 
the Romans, in this fcriuus manner, that

Ferble. indrfd, would be the aid which a 
mere LAY-CUR ATB could impart to fo ikilful 
a champion as Saiiii-Paul, in lo great a caufe:

lay ic down with indifference.

This, 1 am well 
aware, is by many confidered as fuperfluout » 
tnd, according to. thrm, the time fpenl i n 
obtaining fuch knowledge, is.fo tnuch timm 
waded, in a life which Nuture has rendered 
too f u c c i n a for other purpofes. 
T o know» 
and fpeak their own laupuage, 
in thetc 
opinion, to know all that is necelTaiy. 


But to fuch, as reafon thus, might be ob» 
j c a c d the infuperable difficulty of acquiring 
a thorough knowledge of any modenv lan^ 
gusge, without being more or lefs acquainted 
with thofe from vhich it has been derived i 
and It might alfo be added, §$0m experience, 
thst the more intimate we «re with the pa« 
rents, the more extenfive will be the autho- 
rity and command poiTcffed over the d c f u n * 
dent. 


It is only in the yeirs of adoli'fcence, that 
a knowledge of ancient langu ffjes can be ac* 
quired, to fuch extent as to eutiile the perfotf^ 
to the appellation of a fchohr, or to a placo 
among men of learning.

Nor can it bo 
allowed, that the time thui dilpofed of, •§ 
time mifapplied. 
Youth, from thé period, 
when lette rs begin to b t taught, until t h a t 
in which it exiiibits a capacity to undertiké 
the labours of a profefllfon, can in no othef 
way be fo well employed ; indeed it has fev# 
ways befidei of employing itfelf, which aré 
not prejudicial bath to moral and to phyfícál 
health. 


For whatever profeilion 'the man may b« 
intended, t h e ^ o u f ^ (Kould bt well ptepared^ 
by a regular initiation into the mydeHea 
of 
ancient learning ; by which he will be ena« 
hied to dudyr ill their original date, all thé 
fciences which are now deemed dt confe* 
quence, either in the education of the gentle* 
luan or the man of bufinefa. 


Is hç dcrfigni-d to be the minider of thm 
word of God ? T o be able to underHsnd tho 
lacrrd authors iir their own Idiguitge, 
to 
jud^e whether Chat from which he la ap«> 
pointed 10 deal out inüru¿\ion ii a correift 
vcrfian. and to read in their own Wcrds tin» 
arguments of tht firit polemicks, aie indif¿ 
penfible qualifications. 
Is it tfitended 
t h a t 
he fhould expound the I ws of h c o u n t r y « 
and defend the csufr of the opprefTed before 
the judgment fest ? T h e l)ed'examples of 
forenfic eloquence, after which he 
fltotildl 
difcipline bis mind and model his dyle, i« 
found 
in 
the proceedings of the 
Komail 
i^rum. 
Is it the wiOi of the parent 
to feii 
his fon, invefted with legiAative or 
execu« 
tive »uthoriiy, dand for;h as the political 
guardian oí his county's liberties 
? T h # 
knowledge of 
politics is entirely derived 
from the ancients ; and before h t Ihoiltdi 
dare to aitume the charaâer of t 
politician» 
the works of fuch men as Plato, XenOphon« 
Demodhenes, and many others» but above all 
Aridotle, 
who 
may 
now 
be called 
t h t 
father of political fcience, fiiouldbe familiarl]r 
known to hit». 
In (hort, whether in poetry, 
hidory, politics, divinity, 
or in 
whatever 
department of belles-letters, arts or fciences, 
it may be his ambition to excel, that excel« 
lence eannot be attained, without • know« 
ledge of thofe things, which were written 
aforetime, for our indruaion* 


But all are not thus qualified for the d o d f 
of thofe necelTary ^ o r k s . 
The time w h t a 
learning (hould have been received, haa betn 
fuffered to pafs by unimproved, and cannot 
now be re-called. 
They may be imbitioui 
to fludy and to learn, but other important 
cares occupy the mind, and render applica* 
tion impuífíble. 
By fuch, and fuch only, 
c^n the want of learning be fully ediaac* 
ed.

don of fuch a Conia ornate judge, both of 
men and of things, cannot be contemned but 
by the truly ignorant and unthinking. 
Of the productions of antiquity, there are 
none that deterve fo great a (hare of our fa- 
your, or (hould be fo thoroughly (ludird, 
at that Tiered volume, from which my texts 
are tak*n. 
In it, we find precepts, for al- 
moft every part of 
hum«n c o n d u i t laid 
down and enforced by the authority and the 
example of fupremr wtldom, and fuprenie 
goodnrfi itftlf.—.W o e be to thofe, 
who 
think (lightingly of the mighty fcience which 
it teaches ; for it involves the true know­ 
ledge of the univ fource of all truth, and al! 
knowledge. 
T o be ignorant 
o f what it 
contains, ii inderd a Rate of molt pitiable 
ignorance : T o know, and not im p o & tf* 
the duties and observances it inculcates, is a 
mod dangerous contempt of him, who has 
therein condefcended to become our initruc- 
tor f knowing the way, here pointed out lo 
clearly, yet obflinately and couiumrltoofly 
to purfue the oppofite, is running into im­ 
minent hazard o f everliving perdition ; to 
induce others to reject its wholtfom r in- 
flru&ion, 
to deny its authority, 
can from 
infinite merry alone 
hope for forgiven?!*. 
W h e n this moil zealous, and uioft infhna­ 
tive of the primitive C u r a t e s , who deli- 
vered the maxims of a pure religion, aud 
tau g h t the will, and pleaded the caufe of a 
julk, benevolent, and Almighty Matter, tells 
the Kom tns. in this fertuus m anner, thai 
*• W hatfocver things were written afore­ 
time, were written tor their learning 
it is 
eafily perceived, that he points their notice 
to thofe bonks, which contain the precepts 
of the mors! Uw, foretell the coming of the, 
Saviour, in whom he willied them to elLblitti 
their faith, and relate the hdtory of that 
chofen people, who had hctu prifcrved to 
give him birth. 
Feeble, indeed, would be the aid which a 
mere L a t - C u k a t e could impart to lo (kilful 
a champion as S a in t-P iu l, in f>» great a caufe: 
yet, fucb fjpport as he could gi*e, he would 
mod willingly contribute. 
Rigid divines 
may deem it unworthy of their calling, to 
give a ry other reafon, why the ancient (crip. 
tores (hould be diligently ttudted, than mere­ 
ly becaufe they ire, by men o f moral fenfe, 
u n iv ersity confiderrd as containing the word, 
and being the infpired work of God. T o me 
t h -y appear, for various other reafons, of

I f*ek tor recreation, in 
whofe volumes can I ft d it more mdrudtive. 
than in thofe of the authors of J o b , and the 
P S I ms ot David* or in the glowing produc­ 
tions of the Proph^ta ? 
W h atev er n ay be 
the momentary incitement, to confute this 
♦ mmortal volum e, no bread, in which there 
is fet»(i:»il»ty or d Tcrroment, can quit it un- 
S tu ff* d .— I may p«Ty, but God forbid that 
I (bauld envy, thofe who can take it up and 
lay it down with indifference. 
W hen the L a t - C u a a t e quotes the words

improving our minds, by an acquaintanct 
with all the beauties which abound in th* 
writings of the ancients. 
I o improve moll, by the writings of thof# 
who have lived aforetime, one thing vsry re* 
quifite is, in early years, to acquire a full 
knowledge of the different languages 
m 
which they have wiitcrn. 
This, I am well 
aware, is by many cunfidered as fuperfluous } 
and, sccoiding to them, the time fpent in 
obtaining tuch knowledge, is fo much tim* 
wafted, in a lite which N a tiu e has rendered 
too iurcin& tor other purpofes. 
T o know% 
and (peak their own language, tjs, in t h a t 
opinion, to know all that is necelTaiy.

We, however, notice a report, th«t 
the Englifh government were contraftmg 
forvan immenfe quantity of Ihipping, for the 
conveyance of Ruffi in troops, &c.— At one 
port, in the Narth of England, a propofal 
has, it is faid, been made for 40^000 torts. 


Rumours were in circulation of négocia- 
tioti between France and Ruilla for the re- 
iloration of genefal trinquillity, one of them 
goes fo far as to ftate the following as the 
gcounds or bafis on which Bonaparte is will­ 
ing to enter into ^négociation, vis— 
rft. 
The full recognition of his titles of Emperor 
of the French and King of Italy.—2d. The 
folemn guarantee of Great.Rritain ahdEuiHa 
to maintain himfelf and his fimily in the 
hereditary poflTiflion of hit dignities and do. 
minions.—3‘1. The unequivocal r^gnation, 
on the part of the Princes of the Hopife of 
Bourbon^ of all right«’ and claims to the fd- 
vereighty of Francfe.— And 4th. He engages 
in return, to leavé Malta in the poffefiion of 
England.-«and to cede to the Emperor Altx- 
ander, and his heira, the fovereignty of the 
Republic of the Seven Iflands.** 
It was 
dated, that large bets had been laid in Paris, 
and other parts of France, that a general 
peace will take place in lefs than twelve 
months. 


Admiral Collingswood's fquadron—con-

PruiCa and Sweden appeared to have had 
a ferions mifunderftanding ; but the particu­ 
lar points o( the controverfy are not mention­ 
ed. 


Bonaparte was at Alexandria, (Italy) the 
xft of May, and repaired to the celebrated 
plains of Marengo, where be infpe^ed 30,000 
troops alTcmbled there. 
His Maji^ty was 
on horfeback from ten in tbe morning, until 
feveu in the evening, and tired no Id's than 
feven horfes, in the courfe of the day. 


A numerous army, it was faid, was foon 
to be ordered by the War-Office, to alfembie 
at Bavonue. 


The D. y of Algiers, has been attacked, 
in the vicinity ot the city, by four armed 
Turks. 
He was fired upon twice, and le- 
ceived ten wounds from their fabres, by 
which he loft two fingers of his left hand.— 
This attempt to murcier the Dey, is afcribed 
to the dearnefs of all forts of proviiioo; aod 
which he had negleâed to remedy. 


The Bred fleet remained quiet in their 
roads on the 14th of May. 


The Ferrol fleet, of 12 fail, had attempted 
to put to fea ; but Sir Robert Calder, who 
had but 6 fail, by miking fignals, induced 
the Ferrol fleet to put bavk, prefuming Sir 
Robert had another Aset in company. 


The Englifh papers contain the Speech of 
Scbimmelpennick, the Grand Penfioiier of 
the Batavian R'^pubiic, at the opening of the 
feilion of the States General : It is lengthy ; 
—he, however, does not make ufe in a iingle 
inftance of the words liberty, tqualitj, rights 
of man, fee.— He calls Napoleon a great, 
extraordinary genius j—who has proimfcd 
him every aUldance :~ T he deplorable itite 
of the Dutch finances, forms the principal 
feature in the addrefs. 


Genoa, it is faid, is to form a part of the 
new kingdom of Italy. The French military 
force in that country is eiUmated at loe 000 
men ; which is intended partly to fruürate 
any poffibility of hoftile enterprifes, and 
partly to determine tbe frontiers of the new 
eiupire* 


Jerome Bonaparte is faid to have left Ma­ 
drid, under the affumed name of Mr. Albert, 
merchant of New-York, on his way to 
France«— Orders.had been given the prefects 
of Bayonne and Perpignam to detain him, if 
he entered their departments ; until the 
pleafure of bis Brother's government ihould 
be known.
